DETAILED ACTION 

1 . This is the first office action for serial number 1 0/61 1 ,566. This action contains 3 
claims numbered 5-7. Claims 1-4 and 8 have been cancelled. 

2. The preliminary amendment filed on 7/01/03 has been entered. 

3. The IDS submitted on 10/09/2003 citing the references filed in the parent case 
(10/222,138) which is now patented No. 6,695,270) has been reviewed and considered. 

4. Claims 5-7 are allowed with the following Examiner's amendment: 

EXAMINER'S AMENDMENT 

5. An examiner's amendment to the record appears below. Should the changes 
and/or additions be unacceptable to applicant, an amendment may be filed as provided 
by 37 CFR 1 .312.

REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

6. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: One major 
difference in claim 5 with respect to the closest art (Hibberd, US 6,554,238) is that 
Hibberd fails to teach the swivel plate having locking tabs integrated with the sides of 
the swivel plate and being flexible over at least their top halves, whereby the trapezoidal 
display device mount bracket to be slid over the complementary swivel bracket and held 
in place by contact between the channels and the locking tabs in combination with other 
limitations recited in the claim, which is not found in Hibberd or other art recited in the 
record. 

Any comments considered necessary by applicant must be submitted no later 
than the payment of the issue fee and, to avoid processing delays, should preferably 
accompany the issue fee. Such submissions should be clearly labeled "Comments on 
Statement of Reasons for Allowance."
